let in Epito of t}iM qualified censore, there are 
j assages in Crowue’a worts not inferior to any in 
the English language, and though ha writings may 
not he “ a well of English undefiled,” yet it a the 
s cry defilements that add to the beauty of the work. 

But it a not only as an example of literary style 
that Browne deserres to be studied The matter of 
hia works, the grandeur of his ideas, the originality 
of ba thoughts, the greatness of his chanty, amply 
make up for the deficiencies (if deficiencies there be) 
in lus style. An author who combined the wit of 
Sfontugne with the learning of Erasmus, and of 
whom eren Eallam could say that ” his eaned tslents 
wanted nothing but the controUing supremacy of good 
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Lad relu«ed to saLseribe to the foad that was then 
being raised for reaming Newcastle. He proTed a 
happy exception to the almost prorerbial neglect the 
Royalists received from Charles H in 1671, for when 
Charles was at Ncwtaatket, he came over to see Nor 
wicb, and conlerted tie honour of kni^thood on 
Browne Siarepntaboo was nowvery great. Evelyn 
paid a visit to Norwich for the express pnrpo«e of 
w.ng him, and at length, on his 76th birthday 
(I9th October 16S2), he died, fall of years and 
honours. 

It was a stribuig coincidenee that he who in his 
Letter to a Fnend had said that " in persons who onu 
live oa&y yean, and when there an no less than 
3C5 days to determine their lives in every year, that 
the first day should mark the last, that the tail 
cd the sojse shotdd re'ccurn into its month precise^ 
vt that time, and that they should wind np upon the 
d.vy of their nativity, is indeed a remarkable com 
cidence, which, though astrology hath taken witty 
pains to solve, yet hath it been very wary in making 
predictions of it,” sbonld himself die on the day of 
his birth. 

Browne was buned in the chnreh of St Peter, 
Mancroft, Norwich, where his wife ere«ed to his 
memory a mural monument, on which was placed 
an English and Latin inscription, setting forth that 
be Was the anthor of "Religio Sledim,” “P endodom 
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Epidcmica,” and other learned “per orbun 

notusunos ” Ycthualeepvasnot tobcimduturbed, 
Li 5 sknll vas fated to adorn a mosenm ! In 1840, 
wh3e eome workmen were diggtns a ranlt in the 
chancel of St Fcter'^ they found a coffin with an 
inscnption —

The traaslation of tlua inscription raised a storm 
over his ashes, which Browse wotdd hare enjoyed 
partaking in, the word spayynctu being an enigma 
to scholars. 2frFirthof iSonneh (whose translation 
oeeim the best) thus renders the inscription — 
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best edjhon of the whole of them is that published 
by Simon Wilkin. 

It 13 upon his “Bebgio Mediei ' — the religion of a 
phyacian — that Browne a fame ehiefiy rests. It was 
his first and most celebrated work, published just after 
his return from hia traTels , it gires tts the impres- 
sions made on his mind by the vanoos and opposite 
schools he had passed through. He tells us that he 
neTer intended to publish it, but that on its being 
surreptihonsly printed, he was indnced to do so 
In IBiS, the first genuine edition appeared, with 
** an admouitmu to auch as shall peross the 
ob*emtions upon a former corrupt copy of this 
book.’' The ohserrstions here alluded to, were 
written by Sir Ken^ and sent by him to 

the Earl of Donet. They were first printed at the 
end of the edition of IC43, and hare ever since been 
published with the book. Their chief merit consists 
in the marvellous rapidity with which they were 
written, Su Kenelm having, as he tells ns, bongbt 
the book, read it, and wntten his observations, in 
the course of twenty four hours) 

The book contains what may be termed an 
apology for his belief He states the reasons on 
which he grounds bis r^iuuons, and endeavoois to 
show that, although he had been accused of atheism, 
he was in all points a good Chnstian, and a loyal 
member of the Church of England. Each person 
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must judgo for litmsclf of hia success , I ut tie effect 
It |ro<}acc<] on tlis taind ol Johnson m:iy be 
I oticei The opinions of every man " says be 

must be lcvne<i from himself, concerning lus 
] ractice it is safer to trust to the evidence of others. 
^Vhen the testimonies concur no higher degree of 
] istoncal certainty can bo obtained and the;) 
apparently concur to prove that Browne was a 
zealous adherent to the faith of Christ that he 
lived in obedience to llis laws, and died in con 
Cdcnco of His mercy ” 

The beat proof of the esccUence of the Rebgio ” 
iJ to be found lu its great success. Dunng the 
author’s bfe from lC43to 1C81, it passed Ihrongh 
eleven editions It has been translated into 
Dutch Preach and German, and many of the 
translat ons have passed through several edit ons 
No less than thirty three treatises have been written 
m imitation of it and whtt to some, wiif be the 
greatest proof of all it was soon after its publication 
placed in the Index Ezpurgatonus. The best proof 
of its liberality of seDtiment is in the fact that its 
author was chun ed at the some tune by the Itomamsts 
and Quakers to be a member of their respective 
creeds* 

The Hydr ohaphia,’’ or Um bunal, is a treatise 
on the funeral rites of ancient nations.

StcU S. — But, because the name of a Clmstion is be 
come too general to express our faith, — there being a 
geography of religion as well as lands, and erery clixee 
distinguished not only hj their lam and Iinuts, hut 
ciTcumsciibcd hy their doctrines and rules of faith,— to 
ho particular, I am of that reformed newscast rebgion, 
wherein 1 dishke nothiog but the name , of the tame 
bebet onr Sanour taught, the apostles disseminated, 
the fathen anthorued, and the martyTs confirmed , but, 
by the smistci ends ofpnnces, the ambition and arance 
of prelates, and the fatal comption of times, so decayed, 
impaired, and fallen from its natire beauty, that it re 
qnired the careful and chantahlo hands of these tunes 
to restore it to its pnsutire integrity Now, tha aeei 
dental occasion whereupon, the slender means whereby, 
the low and ehjcct condition of the person by whom, 
so good a «ork was set on foot, which in onr adrer 
senes beget contempt and scom, fills me with wonder, 
and IS the Tory eame objection the insolent pagans first 
cast at Christ and his disciples. 

Stet, 3. — ^Yet hare 1 not eo shaken hands with those 
desperate resolutions who bed rather Tentoie at Luge 
tbeir decayed bottom, than hung her in to be new 
trimmed in the dock, — who hod rather promiscuously 
retain all, than abridge any, and obstinately be what 
they are, than what th^ hare been, — oa to stand in 
diameter and eworda point with them. We hare re- 
formed from them, not against them for, omitting 
those improperations^ end terms of ecurnhty betwixt 
us, which o^y difTerence our affections, and not our 
cause, there is between us one common name and ap- 
pellation, one faith and necessary body of principles 
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eonunon to us both ; and therefore I am sot scrupulous 
to conTcrse and live uith them, to enter their churches 
m defect of ours, and either pray with them or for them. 
I could ncTer pcrccixe any rational consequence from 
those many texts which prohibit the children of Israel 
to pollute themselTCS with the temples of the heathens , 
we being all Christians, and not dmded by such de- 
tested impieties as might profane our prayers, or the 
place wherem we make them , or that a rcsolrcd con- 
sacnce may not adore her Creator onywhere, especially 
in places devoted to his service, if their devotions 
offend him, mine may please h»m if theirs profane it, 
mine may hallow iL Holy water and cxucifii (danger- 
ous to the common people) deceive sot myjndgment, 
nor abuse my devotion at oH I am, I confess, natur 
ally inclined to that which nu^nided real terms super 
etibon my common conversation I do acknowledge 
anstere, my behaviour full of ngour, sometimes not 
without ffloiouty , yet, at my devotion 1 love to use 
the unlity of my Imee, my ba^ and hand, with all 
those outward and eenable motions which may express 
or promote my invmhle devotion. I should violate my 
own erm rather than a church , nor willingly deface 
the name of saint or martyr At the sight of a cross, or 
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witlioat an elevation, or tltmk it a sofficient wa rrant, 
becauBO they erred la one circnmrtance, for me to err 
in all, — that le, m silence and dninb contempt Whilst, 
therefore, they direct their devotions to her, I offered 
mine to God , and rectify the erron of their praycre by 
nghtly ordering mine own. At a solemn procession I 
have wept abundantly, while my consorts, blind with 
opposition and prejadice, have fallen into an excess of 
scorn and langhter There are questionless, both in 
Oreeh, Itorn'in, and Aincan churches, solemnities and 
ceremonies, whereof the wiser seals do make a Chns* 
tian nse , and stand condemned by ns, not as evil in 
themselves, but as allurements end baits of superstition 
to those vulgar heads that loot asquint on the face of 
truth, and those unstabto judgments that cannot resist 
in the narrow point and centre of virtue without a reel 
or stinger to the circumference. 

Sect 4 — As there were many reformen, so likewise 
many reformations , every country proceeding m a par 
ticulu way and method according as their national 
interest, together with then constitution and clime, in 
clincd them some angnly and with extremity others 
calmly and with mediocn^ not rending but easily 
diTidug the community, and leaving an honest poasi 
hility of a reconciliation — which, though peaceable 
spirits do desire, and may conceive that revolution of 
time and the mercies of God may effect, yet that judg 
ment that shall consider the present smtipaCluesbetween 
the two extremes — their contraneties m condition, 
affection, and opinion, — may, with the same hope^ 
expect a union m the poles of heaven.

deavoui to observe her consbtnbons whatsoever is 
beyond, as points indifferent, 1 observe, according to the 
rules of my private reason, or the humour and fashiim 
of ray devotion , neither ^lievmg this because Luther 
affirmed it, nor disproving that because Calvin hath dis 
avouched it X condemn not all things in the council 
of Trent, nor approve all in synod of Uort* la 
brief, wheta the Bcnptnie is silmh the chwch u my 
text , where that speaks, 'bs bat my comment,* where 
there u a joint silence of both, I horrownot the rules of 
my reLgion from Rome or Oeneva,but&om the dictates 
of my own reason. It is on unjust scandal o! our ad 
Teisanes, end a gross error in. ouxselves, to compute the 
nabnty of our rehgion from Henry the Eighth , who, 
though he rejected the Pope, refused not the faith of 
Rome,* and effected no more than what his own pre* 
decessora dtsued and essayed in ages past, and it 'was 
conceived the state of Venice would have attempted in 
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are opener to Aetone Aan logic , yet do they, in no 
■wise, confirm the fiiith of wiser belierers, who know 
that 8 good cansc needa not be pardoned by passion, 
bat can sostain itself npon a temperate dispate. 

Sed & — I coold neTer divide myself from any m a n 
upon the difference of an opinion, or be augiy with his 
judgment for not agreeing with me in that from which, 
perhaps, wuhm a few days, I ahonld dissent niy«elfr I 
hare no genina to disputes in religion and hare often 
thought it wisdom to decline them, espceially upon a 
disadvantage, or when the cause of truth might enffer 
m the wea^ess of my patronage. Where vre desire to 
be informed, 'tu good to contest with men above our 
sdres , but, to confirm and establish onr opinions, 'tis 
best to aigue with judgments below oar own, that the 
frequent epoils and netones over thes reasons mai 
settle in oonelres an esteem and confirmed opinion of 
OUT own- Every man is not a proper champion for 
truth, nor fit to take np the ganotlet ut the cause of 
Tenty , many, from the ignorance of these manTTn, 
an inconsiderate zeal onto troth, bare too ro-hly chaiged 
the troops of error and remain as trophies unto the 
enemies of truth. A man may be in as just poMeeaion 
of truth asof a city,and yet be forced to surrender, tis 
therefore far better to enjoy her with peace than to 
hazard her on a battle If, therefore, there nse any 
doubts in my way, I do forget them, or at least defer 
them, till my better settled judgment and more manly 
reason be able to re«olre them for I percetre every 
man s own reason is his best CEdipus,' and will, upon a 
reasonable truce, find a w^ to loose those bonds where- 
with the subtleties of error hare enchained oar more 
Ceiihle and tender judgmenta. In philosophy, where 
truth seems double-fae^ there is no man mow para

up again in another One general council u not able 
to extirpate one single here^ it may be caneeUed foe 
the present, but Tevolution of time, and the like aspects 
from heaven, will restore it, when it will doonsh till it 
beeoadsmnedagam, For.asthoughtheTeweremetemp- 
syehosis, and the soul of one man passed into another, 
opinions do fmd, dtei certain revolutions, men and 
minds like those that first begat them. To ace our 
selves sgton, we need not look for Flato a year * every 
man is not only himself, there have been many 
Biogencs, and ns many Timous, though hut few of that 
name , men are lived over again , the world is now as 
it waa m ages past , there was none then, but there hath 
been some one eince, that parallels him, and is, as it

of hones, thmness of ehnlls smallness of teeth, nh^ and 
thigh bones, not improbaUe that many thereof were 
persons of minor age, or woman. CoafiimahJe also from 
things contained in them. In most were found mb- 
sCanceo rcsemblisg cotoM plates lUe boiea, fastened 
with iron pma, and liandsomely orerwronght Lhe the 
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Pharamond, casually dtseorered three years past at 
Toumay, restonag uato the iroili mini gold ncMy 
adorning tw STCOtd, two hundred ruhies, many hundred, 
impend corns, three hundred ^Iden bees, the bones 
and hoTSe-ehoea o{ his horse intencd with him , accord 
mg to the barbarous magnificence of thoso days in 
tbeir sepulchral obsequies Althongh, if we steer bj 
the conjecture of many a Seotaagist expression, some 
trace thereof may be found even with the ancient 
Hebrews, not only Ixotn the sepulchral trenaure of David, 
but the circumcision knives which Joshua also btmed. 

Some men, considering the contents of these urns 
lasting pieces and toys iaetadodinthem,andtliecuston\ 
of burning with many other nations, might somewhat 
doubt whether all oms found sinosg us, were properly 
Rotnan rdicks, or some not belonging onto our Sntish, 
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GalhajCfmresjircsslrdelirMctli, TViethertlieBntQiis 
(probabi/ descended /rum them, of liie religion, Ian 
pnage, and xnanncn) did not ecnietinies maie use of 
burning or Tvliether at lea-t «nch as -were after avalized 
unto the Bamaa life and manner^ conformed not unto 
this practice, we haTe no histoncid ajcrtion or denial 
But iince, from the account of Tacitu^ the Bomonfl 
early wrouglit ?o muelt eivility upon the British stocl^ 
that they brwuj,ht them to hwltj temples, to ve&r the 
gown, and study the Itomiin laws and language, that 
they coafotmed also onto their leligiota nfes and cus- 
toms in bumls, teems no improbable coiyeetuTe. 

That boning the dead was used m Sarmatia is adlnned 
by Qogoinus that the Soeous and Gathlasders used to 
bum their pnnees and great petaons, os delivered ^ 
SaxoasdOIans that thiswostheoIdOermaspract ce 
IS also asserted bv Tautua. And though we are bareia 
histocieal particulars of nieh obsequies in thi« uland or 
that the Saxons, Jutes and Angles bumt their dead 
yet came theyfrom parts where twos of anaent practice 
the Germans using it, from whom they were descended. 
And even m Jutland and Sleswick in AtijIih Qymhsca, 
urns with bones were found not many years before us 
But the Banish and nortbem nations have raised on 
era or point of compute from their custom of burning 
their dead some denving it from Daguiau^ some from 
Frotho the great, who ordained law that pnnees and 
chief commanders should be eomButted unto the fire

In the monument of Knm Childenrt fi,,. 
stem found dl rusty aud trumbtag mto pZs"'‘£ 
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our little iron pms, vluch Xastened tie 17017 woris, 
held 77611 together and lost not their jnagnetical qnahtp 
though wantmg a tenaaoos moistnie for the finnei 
union of parts althoi^h it be hardlj drawn into fusion, 
jet that metal soon eahmitteth tmto rust and diseola 
tion. In the braaenpieceawe admired not theduration, 
hut the freedom from rns^ and ill sarour upon the 
hardest attntion but now exposed unto the p ercmg 
atoms of air in the space of a few months, Ihej b<gin 
to spot and hetriy their green entrails. IV e conceive 
not these nms to have descended thus naked as thej 
appear or to have entered their graves without the old 
habit of flowers. The nm of Philopeemen was so laden 
with flowers and nbhons Chat iC aflbrdcd no s gbt of 
itself The njid Ljeorgua allowed olive and mjrtle. 
The Athemans might fairlj except against the pract ee 
of Semoentus, to be buned up in hoocj as feonDg to 
emheale a great commod tj of their countrj and the 
best of that kind m Europe. Bat Plato seemed too 
fnigallj politick, who allowed no larger monument 
than would eontam four Leroick versca ai d 
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tlieati«, according to tie custom « cotaile malelac* 
tore ,* ■wiaeas Nero eeemed not eo mudv to fear his 
death oa that Im head ahonld be cut off and his bodj 
not burnt entire. 

Some, finding many fwgmenta rf skulls m these -urns, 
euspected a muture of bones , in none ire learched was 
there caose of such conjecture, though sometimes they 
dcclmed not that practice — ^The ashes of Domitian 
\rctc mingled with those of Jolia , of Achillea with 
those of Fatroclns. All uma contained not smgle ashes, 
without confused buminga th^ affeebonataly com 
pounded their bones , passionately endearonring to 
conbnue their Umg muons. And when dutance of 
death denied such conjunctions, unaatufied offecOose 
tonteiTed tome tab'facbon to bo seighboun in the 
grave, to lie urn by um, and touch but in their manes 
And many n ere so cunoos to continue their limg rela> 
bona, that they contnTed large and family urns, where* 
in the oabca of tbcir nearest friends and kmdred might 
successively be received, at least some parcels thereof, 
while their collateral memorials lay m minor vessels 
about them. 

Anbqnity held too Lgbt thoughts from objects of 
mortality, while some drew provocatives of nu^ from 
anatomieSjt and jugglere ehowed tneks with skeletons. 
^^'beo fiddlers made not so pleasant nurtb as fencers, 
and men could sit with quiet stomachs, whDe hanging 
was pUyed before thent.^ Old consideraUona made few

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mementos by stalls and bones apon tbeir monmnents. 
In the Egyptian obelists anit hierc^lyphical figures it 
IS not ea^ to meet with bonra: The sepulchral lamps 
spcaL nothing less than sepulture, and in their litenJ 
draughts proTD often obscene and sntict pieces. TThere 
wc find fif * It 13 obnous to meet with sacrificing 
pattrat and Tcssels of Lbation upon old sepulchral 
luonuments. In the Jewish hypogseum and subtei 
ranean cell at Borne, was little obsermble beside the 
Tane^ of lamps and frequent draughts of the holy 
candle-aticfc. In anthentick draughts of Anthony and 
Jerome we meet with Hugh bones and death's-heads , 
but the cemetenal cells of ancient Chnstuns and 
martyrs were filled with draughts of Scnpture stona ; 
not decluusg the fiouzuhesof cypress, pal^ and olive^ 
and the mystical figures of peacocks, dores, and cocks , 
but iterately afiecbng the portraits of Enoch, Lazarus, 
Jonas, and the ruion of Ezekiel, as hopeful draughts, 
and hinting imagery of the resurrection, which is the 
life of the grare, and sweetens our habitations in the 
land of moles and pumirea. 

Gentle inscnplions precisely debrcred the extent of 
men’s Iitcs, seldom the manner of their deaths, which 
history itself so often learcs obscure mthe records of 
memorable persons ThereisscarceanyphiJosopherbut 
dies twice or thnce in LaerUas , nor almost any life 
without two or three deaths in Plutarch , which makes 
the tragical ends of noble peisons more farourably re 
sented by compassionate readers who find eome relief 
in the election of such differences. 

The certainty of death is attended with unccrtamtiea, 
roDwl awmy, wherein, it they failed, they loet their liref. to 
the Uogbter of their spectston.

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jn tuae, manner, places The Tanet7 of monnmenta 
hath often obsenr^ tree graTca ; and cenotaphs con- 
founded sepnlchtcs For beside their teal tombs, many 
have found honorary and empty sepulchres. The 
Tanety of Homer's monnmenta made him of Tanons 
coontnes Fnnpides had hta tomb in Africa, but his 
sepnltnxo m Jfacedonia. And Severus found his real 
sepulchre in Rome, but his empty grave in Oallia. 

He that lay ina golden um eminently above the earth, 
\raa sot like to £nd the quiet of hia bones. Ifany of 
these nma were biolce by a Tolgai discoverer in hope of 
enclosed treasure The ashes of ifarcellns were lost 
above ground, npon the lihe account. ^There ptoht 
hath prompts^ no age hath wanted such mvnera. For 
which the most buborons espilaton found the most 
civil thetonck Gold once out of the earth u no more 
due unto it , what was onieasonably committed to the 
ground, u teosonahly resumed from it , let monuments 
and nch fabrichs, not nches, adorn men’s ashes The 
commerce of the livmg u not to he transferred unto the 
dead , it is not injustice to take that which none com 
plains to lose, and no man is wrooged where no man is 
possessor 

What virtue yet sleeps m this terra damuoto and aged 
cinders, were petty m^ic to experiment. These cromb- 
bng lelichs and long Sied particlee eoperannuate such 
expectations , bones, hairs, nods, and teeth of the dead, 
were the treasures of old soicetera In vain we revive 
such practices , present superstition too visibly per 
petuaiea the folly of our fbre&then, wherein unto old 
observation this island was so complete, that it nu"ht 
have instructed Persia. 

Plato’s histonan of the other world lies twelve days 
mcorrupted, while his sonl was viewing the large stahona 
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of tie dead- Hcfw to keq> the corpse seven days from 
eomzptjoo byoaoiotu^Aod wsslua^ wiihosleieotwa* 
tion, irarc an hazanlable piece of art, in enr dioieert 
practice. How tliej made distinct eeparatioii of bones 
and ubea from fiery adsiirtnre,lsat}i foondnobutonea] 
eolation , tliongli ^ey seemed to male a distinct col 
Jfftion and orerlooked not l^yzrlius 2us toe. Scat pro- 
nnon they might cuke by fictile vessels, cortnngs, 
tile^ or flat stones, upon and ahoat the body (and m 
the same field, not fir these unu, many stones were 

foand nndergrmmd), as also bv carcfnl separation of 
eatraneons matter composing and rating up the borst 
bones with forks, observable m that notable lamp of 
Galranna HarUanos, who had the a%ht of the tws 
tistnnum or vessel wherem they burnt the dead, found 
in the EsquHine field at Home, might hnre aiforded 
cXeSRr solutioa. Bat their insiLsIirtioa hcrun begat 
tliat remarkable invention in the foaeral pmaof tome 
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Some iJoaes make test *elrton8,8ome boilies quick 
and speediest asiies. "WTio inmld expect a quick flome 
from hydropical Heraditusl The poisoned soldier 
•when his belly brake, pat oat two pyres in Plutarch. 
But m the pl^e of Athens, one pnrate pyre served 
two or throe intruders . and Saracens burnt in loj^e 

heaps, by the tmg of Castile, showed how little fuel 
iufficeth. Though the funeral pyre of Patroclus took 
up anhundred foot,* a piece of m old boat burnt Pompey , 
and if the burthen of Isaac were aafficient for an holo- 
caust, a man may tarry his own pyit. 

Prom grumals are drawn good burning lights, and 
good medicmea sgamst bunung Tbongh tbe seminal 
humour seems of a contrary natare to fire, yet the body 
completed proves a combustible lump, wberein die 
finds flame even from boues, and some fuel almost £tcm 
all parts , thongb tbe metropolu of humidityt seems 
least disposed unto it, which might render the skulls of 
these urns Ie» burned than other bones. Put all flies 
or sinks before fire almost in all bodies when the com 
mon hgsment 13 dissolved tbe attenuablt parts ascend, 
the Test subside in coal, calx, or ashes. 

To bum the bones of the ting of Edom for lime,* 
seems no irrational fenty bat to drink of the ashes 
of dead relations § a passionate prodigality He that 
bath the ashes of his fneud, hath an cierlaatmg 
treasure where fire taketb leave, cramption slowly 
enters. In bones well bomt, fire makes a wall against 
Itself, experimented m Copels,^ and teats of metals, 
which consist of inch ingredients. What the eon com 
pQundeth, fire onalyzeth, not transauteth. That de-

He that looks for urns and old sepnlchral rehcts, must 
not seek them in the rmns of temples where no religion 
anciently placed thmn. These were found in a field 
according to anuent custom, in noble or private hunal 
the eld practice of the Cannaiutes the family of Abra 
ham, and the borying place of Joshua, in the borders 
of hia possessions, and also t^recable nnto Eoman 
practice to bmy by lughvoys, whereby their mono 
menta were under eye — memonsls of themselrca, and 
mementoes of mortali^ unto living passengers whom 
the epitaphs of great ones were fain to beg to stay and 
look npon them language thengh sometimes used, 
not so proper in church inscnpbona* The sensible 
rhetonck of the dead to ezemplanty of good Lfe, fir*t 
admitted to the bones of pious men and martyrs w ithin 
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Crtir Sa-no-uT That hft'wsa crucified mthlus face 
toward tlie west, we wiU not contend with tradition and 
pmbatile account ; but we applaud not the band o{ the 
pamter, m exalting bis cioaa eo lugb above tbo^ on 
either side Binee hereof we find no authentic account 
in. h^tory, and even the crosses found bp Helena, pre- 
tend no snth distmction fwna longitude or dimension. 

To be Inav’d out of our graves, to have our skulls 
made dnnking bowl'*, and our bones turned into pipes, 
to debgbt and sport out enemice, are tragical abonuna- 
tioM escaped in buming bunala. 

TTmal interments and burnt telicks lie not in fear of 
•aoiniSjOt to be an henti^e for serpents. la carnal 
sepulture, corruptions seem peculiar unto parts , and 
Borne Bpe^ of eaal.es out of tbe spinal marrow But 
while we suppose coromon worms in graves, 'tis not 
easy to find anp then , few in chtuchpai^ above a foot 
deep, fewer ornoue mcbutches though in &esh decaped 
bodau Teeth, bonce, and hair, give the most lasting 
defiance to corruption In an hpdropical bodp, ten 
years boned in the churchyard, we met with a fat con 
cretioa, where the nitre of the earth, end the salt and 
lixiTious liquor ofthebody, had coagulated huge lumps 
of fat into the consistence of the h^est Castile soap, 
whereof port remaiaefli with us.* After a battle with, 
the Persians, the Bomaa torp'>ea decayed m. few days, 
while the Peiwan bodies temauied dry and uncorrupted. 
Bodies in the some ground do not uniformly dissolve, nor 
bones equally moulder , whereof in the epprobnous 
disease, we eapect no long duration. The body of tbe 
Marquis of Dorset* Bcemed sound and handsomely cere- 
clothed, that after seven^-e^ht years was found uncoi 
* Wtio WM tuned in 1530 and dug up to 1608, and found 
pcrlect bk« an ordinary coipss newly interred 
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rnptcd. Common tombs prcsorre not bejnndpowJer 
a firmer consistence and compa^ of parts might be ex 
peeled from arefachoa, deep bntui2, or chaicoaL The 
greatest antiquities of mortal bodies may remain in 
putrefied bones, xrbercof, though sre take not in the 
pillar of Lot s \nfe, or metamorphosis of Ortelius, some 
may be older than pyramids, in the putrefied rebeks of 
the general inundation. When Alexander opened the 
tomb of Cyras, the remaining bones diseoren^ his prq* 
poitiOB, whereof aroal fragments afion! bat a bad 
conjecture, and hare this di^raatage of grara inter 
ments, that they Icana ns ignorant of most personal dX' 
corencs. For since bones afford not only rectitude and 
stabilitT but figure unto th« body, it u no unT>osiible 
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list i?x«iuic», wlereia to sU dirtmctions the Greel 
ilevotion tixma zsost petheticsn/ ceremoaiozzi 
CIinfltiaamTcntiQnlifttlichieflf dnTcn atntcs,wlucli 
#pcak lopes of aoother hk, aod hiflte of s lesrmectzoa. 
Aad li tie ancient Genti)ea Icld not tbo of 

thcif better put, and some subsistcaee after death, ui 
scTerol ntes, enstonu, nebon^ and expressions, they 
contradicted their oirn opinions wherein Demoentus 
«cnt high, e^en to the thought of a Tcsorrcction, as 
Fcoflingly reconled by Winy.* TVhat can be more 
express than the expression of Phocylides It Or who 
would ezpcctfrom LucreUusX asentence of Scclcsiastesl 
Before Plato could speak, the soul had wings in Homer, 
which fdl not, bat dew ont of the body into the man- 
lions of the dead ; who also observed that handsome 
dutinctiOQ of Demaa and Soma, for the body coi^oined 
to the soul, and body separated from it. Lueun spoke 
much truth in jest, irhen he said that part of Beiculee 
which proceeded from ^cmena penshed, that from 
Japiter remained immortal. Thus Socrates was con* 
tent that his friends shvald bnxy hm body, so they 
wonld not think they bunM Socrates , and, regarding 
only his tmniorul part, was udiderent to be burnt or 
boned. Froni sach considerations, Diogenes might 
contemn sepoltur^ and, being mtu&ed that the seal 
could not penah, grow careless of corporal interment. 
The Stoic^ who thoi^ht the souls of wise men had 
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their liahitation about the moon, might make slight 
o£ suhterraaeona deposition , vhereas the 
Pythagoreans and tianscoiporating philosophers, irho 
were to he often hutied, held great care of their inter- 
ment And the Platonicka rejected not a due care of 
the grave, though they put their ashes to unieasonahle 
expectations, in their t^ona term of return and long 
set Tevolation. 

Men have lost their reason in nothing so much as 
theu religion, veherein stones and clouts make martyrs , 
and, since the religion of one seems madness unto 
another, to afford, an. aeoonnt or rotional of old nte* 
requites no rigid reader That they londied the pyre 
a7ex*elv, or tuning their face fcom it, was an handsome 
symbol of navtUing muustntion. That they washed 
theix bones with wine and mdk , that the mother 
wrapped them in luen, and dned ^em in her bosom, 
the first fosteruig port and place of their nourishment , 
that they opened their eyes towards heaven before they 
kindled the fire, as the place of their hopes or original, 
were no improper ceremomea. Their last valediction,* 
thnee ottered by the attendants, was also very eolems, 
and somewhat answered by Christians, who thought it 
loo little, if they threw not the earth thrice npoa the 
interred My Zhah in strewing their tombs, the 
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leaves re«Tune their verdure again ; vhich, if we nus- 

talce BOtv have also oheerred IS farv& TFleiher the 

planting of yew m chnrchyaids told not its original 

from anaent funeral ntes, or os an cmtlem of resur- 

xection, from its pejpeta^ Ttidure, may also admit 

conjecture. 

They made use of musick to excite or quiet the 
affections of their faeml^, according to different har 
monies. But the secret nwd symhoteal hint was the 
haimonlcal natnre of the eonl , which, delivered from 
the body, went again to enjoy the primitive harmony 
of heaven, from whence it first descended ; which, 
according to lO progress traced by aotiquitv. came 
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That they honed a piece of money with them M a fee 
of the Elyeian fenyman, was a practice foil of feUy 
Bat the ancient custom of pUciS" cams in conaderahle 
nms, and the present practice of hmyrng medals in the 
nohle foundations of Europe^ are landaUe svajs of his- 
toneal discorenes, m actions, persons, chronologies , 
and postenty anil appUnd them. 

TTe examine not the «dd laws ofsepnltare, exempting 
certain pcr«on8 from banal or burning But herely we 
apprehend that these were not the bones of penons 
planet-struck or hnmt with fire from beaxen , noieLcks 
o{ traitors to their eountrr, «elf killer*, or eaenle^otu 
malefactors , pejsons in old apithenai on unworthy of Ibe 
earth , condemned unto theTaitaiusofheU, and Attorn 
leas pit of riuto, from whence there was no reJemj^ 
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and lettuce, since the dead me made to eat asphodels 
flhont the Elysian meadows —why, since there is no 
sacrifice acceptable, nor any propitiation for the cove- 
nant of the grave, men set np the deity of llorta, and 
fruitlessly adored divmUea without ears, it cannot 
escape some douht 

The dead seem all abve in the human Hades of 
Homer, yet cannot well epeal^ pn^ihesy, or know the 
living, except thev dnnk Wood, wherein is the life of 
man. And therefore fee souls of Penelope s paramouM, 
condneted hy Mercury, chuped like hats, and those 
which followed Hercules, made a noise hut like a flock 
of buds 

The deported spirits know things past and to come 
yet are ignorant of things present Agamenmon fore 
tolls what should happen unto Ulysses , yet ignorantly 
anTWRS what u become of has own son. The ghosts 
are afmd of swords is Homer yet Sibylla tells i£neas 
rn Virgil, the fern habit of epmta was beyond the force 
of weapons. The spinUpnt offiheir mfece with their 
\)Ciiies>8ai4C*9aitmAPonip«^eeeotdi3ilataihdl yet 
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of them both. The paitienlam of fnhire beinssmo-t 
seeds be dark imto anaent theon^ -which Chn'tiaa 
philosophy yet detenamea but m a cloud of opiniona 
A dialogue ^tween two infutts in the womb coneenung 
the state of tbi^ world, might haiidiomely illustrate 
our Ignorance of the next, whereof mcthinks we 
yet discourse in Platos den, and are but emhno 
philosophers 

Pythagoras escapes in the fabulous hell of Dantt * 
among that swuim of philosopher^ wherein, whilst we 
meet with Plato and Socrates, Cato u to be found in no 
lower place pmgatoiy Among all the set, 

Upieurus is most conndemlle, whom men make honest 
without an Elysium, who contemneJ It/e without en 
couragemeat of unmortalitr, and making nothing aAer 
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Jeatli in tlie tmcorafortaUe ecene cf their lives, and m 
their decrepit martyrdonu did probably lose not many 
months of their days, or pitted with life when it was 
searco worth the living For (beside that long tune 
past holds no consideration unto a slender tune to come) 
they had no small disadTontagc from the consbtntion 
of old sge, which naturally makes men fearful, and 
complfjionidly tnpttKnKa&ttd from thft hold and 
coniageons thoughts of youth and fervent years But 
tho contempt of death from corporal animosity, pto- 
moteth not oar felicity They may sit in the orchestra, 
and noblest seats of heaven, who have held up 
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of the night in reading the Immortality of Plato, thereby 
confirming his 'wavenng hand unto the animosity of 
that attempt 

It IS the heaviest stone that melancholy can throw at 
amon, to tell him he la at the end of hia nature , or 
that there u no further state to come, unto Vi^eh 
this seems progressionAl, end othefwise made m ram 
■Without this accomplishment, the natural espectation 
and desire of such a state, were Imt a fallacy m nature, 
unsatisfied conaidentors would qnarwl the jusbccof 
their conatitntions, and rest content that Adam had 
fallen lower , whereby, by knowing no other original, 
and deeper ignorance of themselves, they might have 
enjoyed the happiness of infencr tTeatares, who m 
tranquillity possess their coastitntions, as having not 
the apprehension to deplore their own natnees, and, 
being framed below the circumference of these hopes, 
OF cognition of better being the wisdom of Oo<l hath 
necessitated their contentment bnt the superior u> 
grcdicni and obscured part of ourselves, whereto all 
present felicities afford do resting contentment, will he 
able nt last to tell os, we ore more than our present 
selves, and evacuate such hopes in the friutiou of their 
own accomplishments. 
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wVat ^tince can promise stMiidiotaiiatyaiito his rdicVs, 
or BUglit not gbdly say,

Tune» ^tich. oatiqnatea antiqoitiea, and tath an art to 
mata dost ot all thingSjlifltt yet spared these minor 
moaumenta. 

In vain we hope to he hnown hy open and naihla 
conserratones, ■nhen to he unknown vas the means of 
thcu contumaticm, and otscon^ theif protechon. If 
they died hy TiolMit hands, and were thmst into their 
ntns, these bones become considerable, and some old 
pbil^phen would honons them, whose souls they 
cooeeii^ most pore, which were thiu matched from 
tbcu bodies, and to teUin a sttoogec piopession wto 
them, whereas thcywcanedlyleftalangmshuij corpse 
and with fuot desires ot re-Dnion. If they fall hy 
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and no caLmuty a half sensls. Bat the long 
habit of liTing ladispoeeth ns for dying , when arance 
makes ns the giort of death, when even David grew 
politickly cruel, and Solomon could hardly be said to 
be the wisest of men. Bat many are too early old, and 
before the date of age AdTeiaty etretcheth oni days, 
misery makes Alcmenas nights,* and tune hath no 
win^ nato it Bnt the most tedious being is that which 
can tinwish itself, content to be nothing or never to 
have been, which was beyond the malcontent of Job, 
who cursed not the day of hia life, but his nativity, con 
tent to have 80 fat been as to bare a title to future being 
although he had lived here but m an hidden state of 
hie and as it vere an abortion. 

TViat eoDg the Syrens sang or what name AehiUes 
aanuned when he hid himself among women, though 

pualing^nertionjjfarenotbcyondaUteiyeeture. TThat 
tune the per*ona of these oesoanes entered the famous 
nations of the dead, and slept with pruacea and conn 
selloi^ might admit a wide sedation. Bat who were 
the prepnetanes of these bones, or what bodies these 
ashes m^e tq) were a question above antiqnanam not 
to be resolved by man nor easily perhaps by spirits, 
except we consult the provincial ginudmns, or tutelary 
ohseivatOTs. Had ih^ made as good pronajon for 
their names, os they have done for their telicks, they 
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late posterity, as emWma ot nuatal vmuUcs, antidotes 
against pnde, vam glory, and msdduig vices Pagan 
vam glories vjhidv thoaglit tlia world nugtit last for 
ever, liad encoaiagemetit ioc siuilattan , end, findu^ no 
atropos unto tlieiiniiiortalityof tteicnames, were never 
dampt mth fiie necessity o£ olihnoiL Even old amlii 
tiona liad tlie sdvanta^ ol onis, in tlie attempts of 
tlieii vain glories, who aclmg early, and hefoTB the 
prohaWe mendiaa of tune, hare Vy this time fonnd 
great aceompliahment of then designs whctthy the 
aneicnt heroes have already outlasted their monuments 
and mechanital preservations. But in this latter soene 
of time, WQ cannot erpcct euch mummies unto oar 
memonee, when amhition may feat the pwphecy of 
EIiv,* and Charles the Fifth con never hope to live 
within two hlethuselahs of Hector t 
And therefore, restless uuiuetode for the dintnnuty 
of our memories unto the present consnlcrationa seems 
A vanity almost out of dste, and enpemunuated piece of 
folly We cannot hope to live eo long in out names, 
AS some have done in then persona. One face of Janus 
halJi no proportion unto the other Tis too late to he 
omhitiocs. The great matattons of the world are acted, 
or tune may ho loo short for oar designs. To extend 
OUT memories hy monnmenU, wh«e death we dailv 
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latanty, are natoraUj' eimstitated nnto thoughts of the 
next wjrld, and cannot excnsablj'decUne the considera- 
tion of that doiation, irhich zna&eth pyramids pillars 
of snow, and all that 'b past a moment. 

Circles and right lines limit and close all hodies, and 
the mortal right-lined circle* must conclude and shnt 
up alL There is no antidote against the opium of time, 
•which temporally considereth all things : our fathers 
find their graves in oar ehort zaemories, and sadly tell 
ns how We may be buried in onr survivors. Grave- 
stones tell truth scarce forty years Generations pass 
•while some trees stand, and old families last not three 
oaks. To be read bare inscriptions like many in 
Grater, to hope for eternity Xxy enigmatical epithets or 
first letters of our names, to be studied by antKjuaries, 
who we were, end hare new names given os like many 
of the mummies, are cold consolatioos unto the students 
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But the jm^uity of oUiTum hUadly scatteietti her 
poppy, Bud deals -with the menvoiy of men -without 
djstoctiou to nrn-nt of pecpetui^ THio caa but 
pity the fouudex of the pywmidaf Ectostcatus Uves 
that burnt the templo of Diaoa,he is almost lost that 
built It. Time hafli spared the epitaph of Adnaaa 
horse, confotmded that of huoaeE In raia we com 
pule our feliatiw by the ikdraatage of cmr good 
na-mes, suite bad hare equal durations, and Theiaites 
13 like to live as long as Agamemnon without tlio 
favour of the evetlattmg register "Who knowe 
-u hither the best of men be known, or whether there 
be sot more remarkable persons forgot, than any 
that stand Tememhered in the known account of tune I 
The first man had been as nninowa as the logt^ 
aud kfethuselahs long life had been his only 
ehconide, 

CTblinoa u not to be hired. The greater part must 
be content to be os though they had not been, to be 
found in the register of God, not in the mcord of man. 
Twenty aeveu -names make -up the first etory and the 
recorded names ever since conUin not one living cen 
tury The number irf the dead long enceedeth all that 
shall bve. The night of time fai surpasseth. the day, 
and who knows when was the eqniaozi Every hour 
adds unto that current anthmettek, -which scarce elands 
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ao long duration dintnimty is a dream and folly 

of expectation. 

Dazkness and liglit dmde the conise of time, and 
oHinon aliaTes tnlli memoir s grsst part ermi rif onr 
living beings , vre slightly lemember onr feliaties, and 
the Emartest etrohes of affliction leave bnt short smart 
upon ns. Sense endnreth no extremities, and sorrows 
destroy ns or themselves. To weep into stones are 
fables. Afflictions indoee callositiea, miseries are sbp- 
pery, or fall like enow npon ns, which notwithstanding 
IS no nnhappy stnpiditv To le ignorant of enli to 
come, and forgetful of evils past, u a merciful pronsion 
in nature, wherebv we digest the mixture of onr few 
and evil days, and, onr delireml senses not reUjnng 
into entting zememhraiices, onr sorrows are not kept 
rawbytheedgeofrepehtiona. Agmtpartofantiqnilv 
contented their hopes of sobsisten^ with a tnnsmign* 
tioa of theif sonls,— a good way to contmne their me* 
moncs, while having the advantage of plan} snccesiions, 
theyeoidd not bnt act ramethiog remarkable ujssch 
variety of beings, and enjojug the fame of their pa.<«ed 
selves, make accumulation of gloiy ento their last dors 
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la va\a do iacUndoaU hope £6t immortalitf , or oay 
patent from ohhTion, in preserrations helow the moon , 
men hare heen decayed Bswunthm fiattenes, aWre 
the sun, and etadicd conceita to petpetoate theu names 
la UcaTCtu The ranous coamogmphy of that part hath 
already varied the names of eontnTcd constellations , 
Nimrod a lost in Onon, and Oqrna la the Dog-star 
While tee Ieoh for laeorruplion in the heavens, we find 
that they are hut hie the earth, — duraUe in their mam 
hodtes, oltmhle in their parts , whereof, hcside comets 
and new etara, perepectivea begin to tell tales, and the 
spots that wander about the sun, with !?haetoas favour, 
would make clear eonnetion. 

There u nothing etnetly uamottal, hut unmortslity 
Whatever hath no hegumiog, may be confident of so 
end tdl others have a dependent hemg and within 
the teach of de&truetioa t—whieh u the peeuloat of 
that necessary essence that cannot destroy itself and 
the highest atram of omnipotescy, to be so powerfully 
constituted ta not to suffer even from the power of 
itself But the euSiciency of Christian immortality 
frustrates all earthly glory, and the quality of either 
state after death, mi^es a folly of poathumoua memory 
God who can only destroy our aouls, and hath assured 
OUT Rsursectwn, either of our bodies or names hath 
direcfly promised no duration. Wherein there is so 
much cd chance, that the boldest erpectants have found 
unhappy feustraUon , and to hold long subsistence 
seems but o scape in obhvioii. But man is a noble 
animal splendid in ashes and pomperas in the grave, 
solemnizing nativities and deaths with equal lustre, 
nor omitimg ceremonies of bravery in the inCimy of 
hia nature 

life la a pure flame, and we Uvo by an xnvisiWe sun 
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•witliui ua A small fire soiCectli for life, great flames 
seemed too Uttle after death, while men vainly affected 
jtreciouB pyre®, and to bom like Sardanapalns , bat 
the wisdom of funeral laws found the folly of prodigal 
blazes and reduced nndouig Ciea unto the rule of sober 
obsequies, wherein few could be so mean as not to pro- 
ndo wood, pitcli, a mourner, and an um. 

Five langoagea* secured not the epitaph of Oordianus 
The man of Owl livea longer without a tomb than any 
ly one, invisibly interred ly angels, and adjudged to 
obscurity, though not without some marks directing 
liuman discovery Enoch and Elias, witliont either 
tomb or burial, u an anomalons state of being, are 
tho great examples of perpetuitj-, in theur Jong and 
linog memory, ui stdet account being ebll on this 
Side death, and hanog a late part yet to act upon this 
stage of earth- If m the decretory term of the world 
we shall not oil die bat be changed, according to re- 
ceived translation, the last day will moke but few graves , 

At least qmcL resuirections will onticipata lasting 
sepultures Some graves will be opened before they 
be quite closed and Lazarus be no wonder TVhenmany 
that feared to die, ehallgroanthattbey can die but once, 
the dismal state is the second and living death when 
life puts despair on the damned , when men shall wish 
the coverings of mountains, not of monuments, and 
annihilations shall b“ courted 

While eome have studied monuments, others have 
studiously declined them, and some have been so vainly 
boisterous that they dunt not acknowledge their graves, 
wlierein Alancus seems most subtlei who had a nver 
turned to hide his banes at the bottom Even Sylla, 
that thought himself safe m his um, could not prevent 
revengmg tongues, and stones tiiiown at his monument 
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and roust rest content tbe common roid, and jlp- 
pian way of knowledge infomiahon. Thongli the 
uncertainty of the end of this world hath eonfoimded 
all human prcdicf/ons , jet they who shall hre to see 
the snn and moon darkened, and the stars to fall from 
heaven, will hardly be deceived m the advent of the 
lost day , and therefore atrasge it 13, that the common 
fallacy of consnrophve persons who feel not themselves 
dying, and therefore etiU hope to live, should also reach 
their friends In perfect health and judgment — that yon 
should be so little acquainted with Plautus’s sick com 
plexion, or that almost an Hippocratieal face should 
not alanua you to higher feai^ or rather despair, of 
his eontinnation in such an emaciated state, wherero 
medical predictions fait not, as sometimes in scute dis* 
eases, and wherein 'tis os dangerous to be sentenced by 
a physician os a judge. 

Upon my lint visit I wna ioii to te£l them who had 
not let fall all Lopes of bis recevuy, that in my sad 
opmion he was not like to behold a grasshopper,* much 
less to pluck another fig, and in no Jong time after 
seemed to discover that odd mortal symptom m bim 
not mentioned by Hippocrates, that w to Jose his own 
face, and look like some of his near relations for he 
mamtained not hia premier countenance, but looked like 
his uncle, the lines of whose face lay deep end invisible 
m his healihfiil visage before for ns from our begin 
ning we run through vanety of looks, before we come 
to consistent and settled faces , so before our end, by 
sick and languishing alteration^ we put on new visages 
and in our retreat to earth, may fall npon such looks 
u bieh from cotnmnnitj of acmuial ongmals were before 
latent in us. 

Re was fruitlessly put in hope of advantage by change 
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olaiT, and the pmenenal nitre of these parts; 

and dierefore, being so far spent, he qnicilj found Sar 
duua m TitdIi,* and the most healtMul an cd little 
effect, "wlieTe death had act her hioad airow ,+ forhe 
lired "not nnto the middle «t lltsy, and coatoned, the 
ohservatiQU of Hippocrates of that mortal time of the 
year ^hea the leaeea of the fig tree resetobU a daw’s 
cl&w He w happily seated ^ho lires in places whose 
air, eirth, and water, promote not the infirmities of hia 
n-^et parts, or u early removed into regions that 
tofrecl them He that istabidly'uniined, were unwise 
to pass hia days la Portugid cbohcal persona will find 
btUe eoafort ta Anstna 01 Vienna he that is weak- 
leggcd must not he in love with Some, nor en infirm 
head with Venice 01 Pons. Death hath not only par 
ticolai (Ura in. heaven, hot malevolent placet ou earth, 
which single out onr infimubes, and strike at out 
weaker parts , in which eoncen, passager and migrant 
lards have ^e great advantages, who are naturally 
eosshtated for distant baVatations, whom so seas nor 
places limit, but in their appointed seasons will -neit 
us Irom Greenland and Uonnt Atlas, and, aa stone think, 
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the eyebdj TVith Trhat stnfe and pains we came into 
the world we know not but tis commonlj no easj 
matter to get out of it yet if it could be made oat, 
that such who have ea^natinties have commonly hard 
deaths, and contrarily hu departure was so easy that 
we might justly suspect lus birth was of another nature, 
and that some Juno sat cro«s*legged at his natinty 
Besides hia soft death the ineomble state of bis 
disease might somewhat eitennate your sorrow, who 
know that monsters but seldom happen, miracles more 
rarely in phyaicL* An^us ndorwis gires a senous 
account of a conaumptirc hectical, phthisical woman 
who was suddenly eared by the intercession of Ignabus. 
TVe read sot of any in Scnplnie who m this cose applied 
unto our Sanour though some may be contam^ m 
that large expression that he went about Galilee healing 
all manner of s cknees and all manner of disea»ea.t 
Amulets spells, sigils and incantations, practised in 
other diseases, are seldom pretended in this and we 
find no sigil in the Archidoxu of Paracelsus to cure 
an extreme consumptioa or marasmus, which, if other 
diseases fail wall put a period unto long Lrers and at 
last makes di«t of alL And therefore the Stoics could 
not but thmlr that the fiery principle would wear out 
all the rest^ and at last make on end of the world which 
notwithstanding without such a Imgenng period the 

Creatormayeffectathispleasure end to make an end 

of all things on earth and our planebcal system of the 
world, he need hut pat oat the sun. 

I was not so curious to entitle the stars unto tiny 
concern of his death, yet could not but take notice that

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That Charles the Fifth* was crowned upon the day 
of lu8 natintj , it bcm» m bis own power eo to order 
it, mshes no singular anuaadreision hot that he 
should also tahe .King Francis* prisoner upon that 
day, was an nnexpeeted coincidence, which made the 
same remarhahle Antipater, who had an atini7ei«aTy 
feast every year upon Im birth-day, needed no astro- 
log'cal revolution to know what day he should die on. 
When the fixed stars have made a revolution unto the 
points from whence they fii^t set ou^ some of the 
ancients thought the world would have an end , which 
■was a kind of dying npon the day of its nativi^ Now 
the disease prevailing and ewifUy advancing about the 
time of his nabnCy, some were of camion that he 
would leave the world on the day be entered into it , 
but this being a lingensg disease^ and creeping softly 
on, sothing cnbcal was found or expected, and he died 
before fifteen dayi tftes Kotbmg vs mom tommon 
with infiints than to die on the day of their caO'nty, to 
behold the worldly hours, and but the firactions thereof, 
and. even to pensh before their nativity in the hidden 
world of the womb, and before their good angel is con 
ceived to undertake them. But in persons who out- 
live many years, and when there are no less than three 
hundred and sixty five days to dcteimine their lives m 
every year , that the first day should mate the last, 
that the tail of the snake should return into its mouth 
precisely at that lime, asd they should wmd np upon 
the day of their nativi^, is indeed a remarkable 
coinadeuce, which, though astrology hath taken witty 
pains to salve, yet hath it been very wary m makin g 
predictions of it* 

In rbia consumptire condition and remarkable exten

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nation, he came to he alrno^ half himself, and left a 
great part "behind him, vhich he earned not to the 
grave. And thongh that story of Dute John Emestus 
Mansfield^* he not so easily swallowed, that at hiadeath 
his heart was found not to he so big as a nut > yet if 
the hones of a good ehdeton weigh little more than 
twen^ pounds, his inwards and flesh icmamnig could 
make no houffage,* hut a light bit for the grave.

dren looks for a spot behind the ear , m consumptive 
diseases some eye the complexioa of moles , Cardan 
eagerly views the nidls, some the lines of the hand, the 
thenar or muscle of the thumb , some are so cunoos as 
to observe the depth of the throat-pit, how the pro- 
portioa voneth of the Email of the legs unto the calf, 
or the compass of the neck unto the cucnisference of 
the head , hut all these, with many more, were so

dntJgbU iIcaUi fiulces ttpon pined faces, and onto wLat 
an unknown degree n nun majr lira backward. 

Tbougli the beard be onl/ made a dutinctjcn of eex, 
and sign of Biascnline heat bj" VItrvj,* yet the 
precocity and early growth thereof in him, was not 
to bo liked in reference unto long life. Lewis, 
that Tirtuous but nnfoiliuiate fang of Uongaiy, 
who lost Ins life at the battle of ifohaez,* was 
said to be bom wilhont a akin, to hare bearded at 
fifteen, and to have ehown eome grey hairs about 
twenty , from whence the dinners conjectured that be 
•would be spoiled of his kingdom, and hare but a short 
ll/a, but hairs make fallible prodjcUons, and many 
temples early grey have outbved the psalmist’s penoif 
Hairs which bare most amused me have not bees in the 
face or head, but on the back, and not in ma but 
children, os I long ago observed in that endemial 
distemper of ehild^ tn Laogoedoe, called the mor 
gtUont;: wherein they cnlically break out with harsh 
hairs on their backs, which lakes olT the unquiet symp- 
toms of the disease, and debveis them from coughs and 
convulsions. 

The Egyptian mummies that I hare seen hare had 
their mouths open and somewhat gspmg which afford 
eth a good opportunity to view and observe their teeth 
wherein ’tis not easy to find any wanting or decayed 
and therefore in Egypt, where one man practised but 
one operation, or the diseases but of single parts, it 
must needs be a barren {uvfessioa to confine unto that of 
drawing of teeth, and to have been Lttle better than tooth

though the ancienta gav* that diseise'Tery good 'worda, 
yet now that l»eUt make* noatringv sound which nnga 
out for the ciTeeta thereof 

Some think there were few consnmptionB in the old 
world when men lired moch open mi fk , and that the 
ancient mhahitants of th»« uland were leas troubled 
with coughs when th<^ went naked and slept in cares 
and woods, than men now in chambers and feather beds. 
Plato will tcU us, that there was no such as a 

catarrh in Homer’s time and that it was but new in 
Oreeeo in his age. Polydore Virgil delirereth that 
pleuruiea were rare m England, who lired hut « the 
iLaysof Henry the Eighth. Scone mil allow no disaaser 
to be now, othen think that many old ones are ceased 
and that cuch which are esteemed new, will hare but 
their tune however the mercy of God hath scattered 
the great J cap of disease^ and sot loaded any one 
country with all some toaj' be new m one eoantry 
which hare been old m another. New dueorenn of 
the earth discover new diseases for besides the common 
Bwaim, there are cndemial and local mfimutzes proper 
unto certain regions, which in the whole earth, m^e no 
small nnmber andif Asia, Afico, and America, should 
bnng in their list, Faudoras box would swell, and there 
must be a strange pathology 

Most men expected to find a consumed iell,i* empty 
nnd bladder like guts, Lnd and marbled lungs and a 
withered pencardium in this exanecoos corpse but some 
seemed too much to wonder that two lobes of his lungs 
adhered unto Ins side for like I hare often found

men than other antmala and some thisX in women 
than in men hut the most rcmatkahlc I have met 
with, was in o man, after a conj^h of almo«t fifty years, 
in whom all the lobes adhered unto the pleura, and 
each lobe unto another , who having also been much 
troubled with tho gout, brahe the rule of Cardan,* and 
died of the (tone in the Uadder Anstotle makes a 
query, why some animals cough, as man , some not, as 
oxen. If conghmg be taken as it consuteth of a 
natural and voluntary motion, includiog cz^iectoration 
and spitting out, it may be oa proper unto man os 
bleeding at the nose , olberwiae ne find that Ycgetma 
and rural writers hare not left to many medicmes in vom 
against the coughs of cattle , and men who perish by 
cou^ die the death oC sheep, cats, and lions and 
tbongh hinia have no midnlT, yet «e meet with divers 
rem^ica in Amanus against the coughs of hawks. 
And though it might be thought that all animals who 
have lungs do cough , yet m cataccous fishes, who have 
large and etrot^ lungs, the same is not observed , nor 
jet in oviparous quadrupeds and in the greatest 
thereof, the crocodile, although wq read much of their 
tears, ne find nothing of that motion. 

From the thoughts of sleep, when the soul was con 
ccived nearest unto dmnity, the ancients erected an 
art of divination, wherein while they too widely ex 
patmted m loose and in consequent conjectures, Hippo- 
crates t wisely considered dreams as they presaged

also so icLgions as to order prayers and snpplicabons 
nnto respectire deities^ in good dreams unto Sol, 
Jupiter calestis, Jupiter opnlentns, SImerya, Ifei 
ctmns, and Apollo, in had, nnto TelJns and the 
heroes. 

And therefore I coold not but notice how his female 
fnends were irrationally canons so strictly to examine 
his dreams, and in this low state to hope for the 
phantasms of health. He nas now post the healthful 
dreams of the sun, moon, and stars, in their clanty and 
proper courca. Twas too late to dream of flying, of 
Imped fountains, smooth waters, white Tesbnests, and 
fruitful green trees, which are the visions of healthful 
sleeps and at good distance from the grave. 

And they were also too deeply dejected that he should 
ilream of luadead fnend^inconsequeally divining, that 
he would not be long from them, for strange itwasnot 
that he should eometunes dream of the dead, whose 
thoughts run always upon death , beside, to dream of 
the dead, so they appear not in dark habits, and take 
nothmg away from na, in Hippocrates' sense was of good 
signification for we live by the dead, and everything 
IS or must be so before it becomes our nounahmenL 
And Cardan, who dreamed that he discoursed with his 
dead father in the moon, made thereof no mortal in 
terpretation , and even to dream that we are dead, was 
no condemnable phantasm in nM onciro-cnticism, as 
having a signification of liberty, vacuity from cares, 
exemption and freedom litna troubles unknown nnto 
the dead. . 
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Some dreams X confer may admit of easy and fam 
nine exposition , he who dienned that he could not see 
hi3 nght shoulder, might easily fear to lose the sight of 
his nght eye , he that before a journey dreamed that 
his feet were cut off, had a plain warning not to nnder 
takehJs intended journey But why to dream of lettuce 
should presage some ensuing disease, why to eat figs 
should signify foolish talk, why to cat e^s great trouble, 
and to dream of blmdne^s should be so highly com* 
mended, according to the oneuocntical vcrees of As 
trampsychns and Kicephoms, I shall leave unto your 
divination. 

He was willing to quit the world alone and altogether, 
leaving no earnest behind bun for comipnon or after 
grave, having small content u that common satisfaction 
to survive or live in another, but omply satisfied that 
hu disease should die wilhhimself nor levive in a pos- 
terity to puzzle physn^ and mahe sad mementoes of then 
parent hereditary Leprosy awakes cot sometimes before 
forty, the gout and stone often later , bnt consumptive 
and tabid* roots sprout more early, and at the fairest 
make seventeen years of our life doubtful before that 
age. They that enter the world with ongmal diseases 
as well as sm, have not only commcannortabty but sick 
traductions to destroy them, make conmu^y short 
courses, and live not at length but in figures , so that a 
sound Cssaxean nativityt nuiy outlast a natural birth, 
pnd a knife may sometimes make way for a more last 
mg fruit than a midwife , which makes so few infants 
now able to endure the old test of the nver,; and many

Julius Scaliger,whouiaaIeeplcMi!t of thegout could 
make tiro hundred rersea in a night, would hare but 
lire* plain words npon his tombL And this senous per 
son, thongh no rmnorwit, left the poetry of hu epitaph 
unto others , cither unw^ng to commend him^, or 
to be judged by a dutich, end perhaps cossideiug how 
unhappy great poets hese been in reraifying their own 
epitaphs , wherein PctnRb, Dante, and Anosto, hare 
eo nnhappily foiled that if their tombs should outlast 
their works, posterity would find so Lttle of ApoUo on 
them as to mistake them for Ciceronian poets 
In this dclibeiote and creeping progtesa nnto the 
grave, he was somewhat too young and of too noble a 
mind, to fall upon that stupid symptom observable in 
divers persons near their journey’s end and which may 
be reckoned among the mortal aymptoms of their lost 
disease , that la, to become motu narrow minded nu»er 
able, and tenacious, unready to part with anything 
when they are ready to part with all and afraid to want 
when they hare no time to spend , meanwhile phyn 
Clans, who know that many are mad but in a single 
depraved imagination, and one prevalent decipiency , 
and that be*ide and out of each single delmnms a man 
may meet with sober aetioiis and good sense in bedlam ,

cannot Vat Enule to seetVelieiTa and concerned relations 
gratulatmg themselves on the sober departure of their 
fiiends , and though they behold such mad covetous 
passages content to thmik th^ die in good understan \ 
mg and in then sober senses. 

Avance, avhich js not only infidelity, but idolatij 
either from covetous progeny or questiiiyii education 
had no root in his breast, avho made good works the 
expression of his faith, and was big mtb desires unto 
public and lasting chanties , and surely where good 
wishes and chanUble intentions exceed abilities, theon 
cal beneScency may be more than a dream. Theybmld 
not castles in the air who would build churches on 
earth and though they leave no such structures here 
nay lay good foundations in heaven. In brief, his life 
and death were such, that I could not blame them who 
wished the like, and almost to have been himself 
almost 1 say , far though we nay wish the prosperous 
appurtenances of others, or to be another in his happy 
accidents yet so utnnsical is every man unto himself 
that some doubt may be made, whether any would 
exchange hia being, or substantially become another 

He had wisely seen the world at home and abroad 
and thereby ob^rved under what variety men are de 
luded in the pursuit of that which is not here to be 
found. And although be bad no opinion of reputed 
felicities below, and apprehended men v, idely out la the 
estimate of such happiness yet his sober contempt of tl e 
world wrought no Democratism or pyrncum, no laugh 
lU" os snarling at It, as well ttnderstanding there are not 
febcities m this world to aatisfy a senons mmd and 
therefore, to soften the stream of our lives, we are fain 
to take m the reputed contentalions of this world, to 
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trine to tote awny the fi.ar thereof , tliat u, m such et- 
trenuties, to desire that which u not to he aroided, and 
wish what might he feared, andsomadeenlaToluntarj, 
and to suit with their own desires, which took off the 
terror of them. 

But the anaent martyn were not encouraged hy such 
fallacies , who, though they feared not death, were afraid 
to be their omi executioners , and therefore thought it 
more wisdom to crucify their lusts than their bodies, to 
circumcise than stab their hearts, and to mortify than 
kill themselves. 

His n lUingness to leave this w orld about that age, 
when most men think they may l«st enjoy it, tbongli 
pandoxical unto worldly ears, was not strange imto 
wnne, who have to often observed, that many, though 
old, oft stick fast unto the world, and seem to be drawn 
like Caca^s oxen'*, backward, with great struggling on I 
rcluctancy unto the grave The long habit of linn„ 
makes mere men more hardly to part with life, and all 
to be nothing but what is to come. To live at the rate 
of the old world, when some could scarce remember 
themselves young, may afford no better digested death 
than a more moderate penod. Many wonld haie 
thought it on happiness to Lave had their lot of life 
in some notable conjunctures of ages past, but the 
uncertamty of future times have tempted few to make 
a part in ages to come And surely, he that hath taken 
the true altitude of things, and ngbtly calculated the 
degenerate state of tins age, «b not like to envy tho=e 
that shall live m the next much less three or four hun 
dred years hence,when no man can comfortably imagme 
what face this world will cany and therefore since 
every age makes a step unto the end of all things, and 
the Senpture affords so hard a character of the last 
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Tread softly and circamspectly m this funambulous** 
track and narrow patk cf goodness , pursue virtue 
virtuously, be sober and temperate, not to preserve your 
body in a sufficiency for 'vanton ends, not to spare your 
purse, not to be free from the infamy of common trans 
gre«sors that way, and thereby to balance or palliate 
obscure and closer vices, nor simply to enjoy health, by 
all of which you may leaven good actions, and render 
virtues disputable, hut, in one word, that you may truly 
serve God, which every sickness will tell you you cannot 
well do without health The aick man’s sacrifice u but 
a lame oblation. Pious treasures, laid up in healthful 
day's excuse the defect of sick non performances , without 
which we must needs look back with anxiety upon the 
lost opportuuties of health, andmayhave cause rather 
to envy than pity the ends of penitent malefactors, who 
go with clear ports unto the lost act of their lives, and 
in the integrity of their faculties letnm their spirit unto 
God that gave it. 

Consider whereabouts thon art in Cebe’s<s table, or 
that old philosophical pinax>s of the life of man 
whether thon act still in the road of uncertainties , 
whether thou hast yet entered the narrow gate, got up 
the hill and asperous way which leodeth unto the house 
of sanity or taken that pnnfying potion from the hand 
of sincere erudition, wlijcbmay tend thee clear and pure 
away unto a virtuous and happy life. 

In this virtuous voyage let no disappointment cause 
despondency, nor difficulty despair Think not that 
jou are sailmg from Luna to ManUla,* ** wherein 
thou mayest tie np the rudder, and sleep before the 
wind, but expect reugb eeiu, flaws and contrary blasts ,

Let the fnution of thingv ble<s the 
joMcxston of them, amt tale no utisficbon u (lying 
1 ut living nch. For eincc ihf good works, not thy 
goods will follow thee, since nchca are on appurtenance 
( f life, and no dead man U nch, to fstmuh in plenty, 
and live poorly to die nJ>, were a multiplying mi 
j rovement in nudocss and use upon use m foUy 

Penona lightly dipt, not grained in generous boce«ty 
an but pale in go^e«s and faint hiied m slneenti 
Put be thou what thou virtuously art, and let not the 
ocean wash away thy tincture Stand majestically npon 
that ftSK where prudent tunphcity hath fised thee 
and at no temptation invert Uie poles of thy hoaestt 
that nee may be uneasy and even nionstrona unto 
thee, let iterated good acts and long conUrmcd hihits 
male viituo natural or a second nature ui thee and since 
fuw or none prove emmcntly virtuous but from some 
advantageous foundations m theii temper and natural 
inclinations, stuiy thyself betimes, end early find what 
nature bids tbcc to be or tells thee what thou mayest 
Ije. Tliey who thus timely descend into thcmselvc* 
culai atmg the good seeds which nature hath set m them, 
and improvingtheirpTcvalentinclmationsto perfection, 
become not shrubs lut cc lira in their generation. And 
to be in the form of the beat of bad or the worst of tl e 
good, will be no eatififacbintliiito them. 

Let not the hiw of thy country be the non nWra of 
thy honesty, nor thini that alwoys good eaou,,h that 
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tbe law will make good Narrow not the law of 
charity, equitv, mercy Join go«pel nghteoiisness with 
legal right. Be not a mere Gamaliel in the faith, but 
let the Sermon on the Moont be thy Targum nnto the 
law of SinaL 

Make not the etmaeqnences of virtne the ends 
thereof Be not beneficent for a name or cymbal 
of applau'>e , nor exact and ponctcal m commerce for 
the advantages of tnist and credit, which attend the 
reputation of jnst and true dealing for such rewards, 
though unaonght for, plain vutne will bnng with her, 
whom nil men honour, though they pursue not To 
have other by ends in good actions sours laudable 
performances which most have deeper roots, motives, 
and instigations, to give them the stomp of virtnes. 

Though human infirmity may betray thy heedless 
days into the popular ways of estruvogascy, yet, let 
not thioe own depravity or the torrent of vicious tunes 
catty thee into desperate enonmtiesin opimoDS,manners, 
or actions. If thou hast dipped thy foot in the nver, 
yet 1 enture not over Rubicon , run not into ezticmities 
from whence theteisnoTegTeasioii,norbe ever so closely 
shut up within the holds of nee and iniquity, ss not 
to find some escape by a postern of recipisccncy 

Owe not thy humility nnto humiliatioa by advereity, 
but look humbly down m that state when others look 
upward upon thee. Be pabent in the nge of pnde, 
and days of will, and impabency, when men live but by 
intervals of reason, undcrtheeovercignty of humour an 1 
passion, when it is in the power of every one to trims 
form thee out of thyself, and put thee into short mad 
ness.* If you cannot imitate Job, yet come not short of 
Socrates,** and those pabent lagans, who tired the 
* Irw furor bnn* est. 
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tongiies of their enetnie^ irhilo tliej perceived they 
epit thciT malice at hrsaen valla end sta^e*’. 

I.ct age not envy, draw vmnUes on thy cheehs , he 
content to he envied, hot envy not Eniulitionmay be 
plauaihle, and indignation allomihle, but admit no treat v 
with that pas«ion which n6 circnnutance can make 
good. A diaplacency at the good of others, because 
they enjoy it although ve do not wont it, is an absurd 
depravity sticking fast onto natore from its pnmitire 
corruption, which he that ean well subdue were a 
Chrutian of the first magmtnde, and for ought I know 
may have one foot already in heaven. 

Whila thou eo hotly duclaunest the deni, be not 
guilty of Diabohsm Fall not into one name with that 
unclean ipint, nor acthis natore nhom then so noch 
nbhoRC't that is, to accuse calumniate backbite 
whi. per detract or eimstrously interpret others. Degen 
erous depravities and narrow susded vices I not only 
below 8t Fool s noble Christian bnt Anstotlt^s troe gen 
tleman * Trust not with some that the Epistle of St 
James is spociyphal, and so read with less fear that 
stabbing truth that in company with this vice thy 
veligion IS m vain.’ Moses broke the tables without 
breaking the law bat where chanty is broke the law 
itself IS shattered, which cannot be whole without love 
that IS the fulfilling of it. Look humbly upon thy 
.jirt \es and though thou art nch m some yet think 
thyself poor and naked without that crowning grace 
•which thinketh no evil which envieth not which 
beareth believeth, hopelh endureth all things.’ 
With these sure graces while busy tongues are crying 
out for a drop of cold water mutes maybe m happi 
ness and sing the ‘ Tnsaginin, t in heaven
